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The duel for the 1981 500cc World 
Championship MX Series crown 
between Honda teammates Andre 
Malherbe and Graham Noyce has 
come right down to the final round, 
Aug. 9, in Luxembourg. Last Sunday, 
Aug. 2, Malherbe regained the points 
lead (from Noyce) by placing 5-1 in 
the Belgium round. Noyce placed 
fourth in the first moto but did not 
finish the second race. Malherbe now 
holds a 10-point advantage, 199 to 
Noyce's 189. Third in the standings is 
Yamaha's Hakan Carlqvist who placed 
2-3 in Belgium, bringing his total up 
to 174. Jean-Jacques Bruno won the 
first Belgian moto and is presently 
fourth in the points with 136, only two 
points ahead of Andre Vromans. Brad 
Lackey (Suz) broke a footpeg and DNF 
the first moto, and placed fourth in 
the second. 


The 125cc World Championship 
MX Series has become a virtual 
free-for-all with only two rounds 
left in the schedule. In Finland on 
Aug. 2, Michele Rinaldi took the 
overall win on his Gilera with a 2-1 
day moving to within two points of 
series leader Harry Everts. Everts 
(Suz) scored 5-2 to bring his total up 
to 154; Rinaldi holds 152. Erik 
Geboers (Suz) won the first moto, 
then backed it up with a third to 
bring his series tally up to a 148- 
point third. 


Dutchman Jack Middelburg (Suz) won 
the British GP round of the 500cc 
World Championship Road Race Ser- 
ies, held Aug. 2 at Silverstone. Series 
points leader Marco “Lucky” Lucchi- 
nelli (Suz) wasn’t so lucky when he 
DNF after as second lap incident that 
saw fast qualifier Graeme Crosby (Suz) 
crash, taking both Barry Sheene and 
Lucchinelli with him. Lucchinelli re- 
started but was unable to score any GP 
points. None of the three were serious- 
ly injured. Defending World Cham- 
pion Kenny Roberts led near the end, 
but Middleburg caught up with him 
on the last two laps, then got past 
when Roberts was hindered by lapped 
traffic. At the flag, only 0.3 second 
separated the pair as Middelburg turn- 
ed in a 43:24.34 race time over Roberts’ 
43:24.64! Suzuki's Randy Mamola took 
third, 18 seconds behind Roberts, 
when his motor went on three cylinders 
near the end. The points standings 
show Lucchinelli with a six-point lead 
over Mamola, 88 to 82, with Roberts 
12 points back with 70. Freddie Spencer 
rode the Honda NR500 at Silverstone, 
starting 24th and working his way up 
to fourth by lap seven before the motor 
once again failed to produce full horse- 
power. Dale Singleton (Suz) crashed 
while running eighth but wasn't injured. 





Rich Schlachter (Yam) finished fourth 
in the 250cc GP. 


A pressday phone call to Team 
Honda MX Manager Dave Arnold 
revealed that Chuck Sun's Washou- 
gal injury wasn't as serious as огі- 
ginally suspected. X-rays of Sun's 
ankle showed а "serious sprain” 
but no broken bones. “Chuck 
wants to ride Carlsbad,” Arnold 
said, “but that doesn't seem very 
likely right now.” 


Freddie Spencer is expected to contest 
the Peoria TT and Pocono road race 
rounds of the AMA/Winston Pro 
circuit, so Silverstone was his last 
chance for '81 to try the NR500 in GP 
competition, Next year? Anticipated is 
a total revision of the Honda GP racer 
for an all-out assault next season! 


Dale Singleton has announced he'll 
compete in the final Grand National 
Championship road race of the 
year at Pocono (PA) Raceway on 
Aug. 16. "Beaulieu of America's 
Carl Bouckaert, my sponsor, has 
given me permission to return to 
the States and race at Pocono. I'm 
tied with Honda's Mike Spencer in 
the fight for the U.S. Road Race 
Championship and | want that title 
to salvage what has been a 
disappointing season since my Day- 
tona win," said Singleton via 
phone from England following his 
Silverstone get-off. "It's really 
been difficult contesting the GPs 
with a standard machine. Roberts 
and Mamola had perhaps 25 mph 
on me down the straights at Silver- 
stone. We seized or blew four 
engines at Silverstone and due to 
that we didn't have time to set the 
bike up properly. ! flat threw it 
away in the GP, but I’m OK and the 
bike's OK. We'll tear it down and 
carry it back as luggage and I'll be 
at Pocono.” 


According to NMA's Ron Henricksen, 
there'll be 1900 entries from 43 states 
represented at the Aug. 11-16 NMA 
National Championships at Ponca 
City, OK. Bob Hannah will host a 
motocross school and he'll also be 
marshall of the parade through Ponca 
City. NBC SportsWorld will film the 
event as will PM Magazine. 


The national air controllers' strike 
may affect our ability to provide 
instant coverage of National 
events. Right now we don't now 
how the air schedules will be 
affected, but we'll do our best. 


Due to high fire danger in the Sequoia 
National Forest, internal combustion 











engines are not permitted beyond 
maintained roads. This condition will 
likely last until it rains.

Larry Steward and Mark Redmond, 
listed as second place 600cc class 
finishers in last week's AFM Bud- 
weiser Six-Hour, had help. Oscar 
Jackson, not included in the entry 
list, did much of the team's riding. 
Also, credit for second in the 750cc 
class should go to Frank Mazur 
(Not Mawr, as was listed in the 
event's entry list) and Bernd 
Koegler. They rode their basically 
stock — and undergeared — 
Honda to seventh overall after 
leading their class at the end of the 
first hour. 


San Diego county ranks second in 
California off-road vehicle registra- 
tions, yet there's no place to ride 
legally in the metropolitan San Diego 
area. The county of San Diego has 
backed a proposed 1400 acre OHV 
park in Sycamore Canyon between 
Poway and Santee, but so far no funds 
have been forthcoming from the 
California Parks and Recreation 
Department's Green Stickie fund. On 
Aug. 6 there will be an open meeting 
to discuss the proposal with state 
officials and several OHV groups on 
hand. The meeting begins at 7 p.m. in 
Room 101, Casa Del Prado in Balboa 
Park in San Diego. There will be 
ample parking on the Park Blvd. side 
of Balboa Park at the Museum of 
Natural history and the Reuben H. 
Fleet Space Theater. Be there. 


Word comes out of Sacramento 
that State Resources Director 
Huey Johnson is in big trouble. 
The National Outdoor Coalition, as 
you may remember, filed a lawsuit 
that would require Johnson, on the 
basis of a 1976 California Supreme 
Court decision, to pay back to the 
state some $337,000 that he spent 
without authorization. The Attorney 
General's office, we're told, has 
declined to defend Johnson on the 
matter, and Johnson has had to 
seek his own counsel. The case 
has been continued for 30 days so 
the new lawyer can prepare a 
response. 


California ^ Assembly Bill 853, 
sponsored by Assemblyman John 
Lewis (R-Orange), would allow you, 
when you obtain custom license plates, 
to check off whether you'd like the 
money to go to the state’s environ- 
mental fund, or to the OHV Fund.

I received a formal invitation re- 
cently to the unveiling of the only 
monument to dirt track racers 
of the past. I think it is the first 
and only one of its kind anywhere. 

Of all places the plaqued monument 
will be located in the Sturgis, SD area, 
the home of the annual race week each 
year in August. 

Years ago the Sturgis half mile oval 
was the home of one of the National 
races each season. They later decided 
to go with a non-National each year 
and the crowds still kept coming. 

The individual behind the drive to 
erect something to remember past 
racers is former longtime Yamaha deal- 
er, J.C. “Pappy” Hoel. He sparked the 
Sturgis Classic event for years and then 
for the past several years, he has taken 
his idea into reality for a memorial for 
past professional racers. 

It all comes to pass on August 6 at 
Sturgis where there will be a gathering 
of many of the old timers, so to speak. 

In some ways it is rather disappoint- 
ing that this fine old gentleman had to 
do most of it on his own and the first 
had to be off the beaten path for most 
of today’s industry and National cir- 
cuit riders. 

About 10 years ago it was the plan 
of the AMA to have something along 
the same lines back at Westerville head- 
quarters. It really never got off the 
ground and today there are only a few 
old road racing machines to show for it 
and some of Mel Murphy’s fine paint- 
ings. 
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Іп my travels I am asked many times, 
“What ever happened to...?” There is 
curiosity from coast to coast about rid- 
ers who no longer compete. 

In many ways the cycle racing frater- 
nity is small and closely knit, so to 
speak, but once a rider has retired 
from racing his name is often lost in 
time. It really is a young man’s game 
of late. 

Every other major sport had some 


type of hall, plaque, monument, etc., 
to acknowledge past performance — ex- 
cept motorcycling. With the Sturgis 
effort we now have the first and per- 
haps the start of more. 

It took Englishman Steve Wright to 
come to these shores and put together 
the first real book on American 
racing. It is titled, The American 
Racer and covers from the beginning 
up to the end of the "405. His next 
venture will take us through the '50s 
and to the present. 

No matter where we go there is al- 
ways somebody who knows a former 
racer, a dealer who used to sponsor 
racers, promoters that were into it in 
the past, etc. Great stories and photos 
abound in boxes, drawers and attics in 
just about anyplace you care to think 
about. 

It is sad to say, but I came across 
what I consider a priceless framed 
photo taken back in the 1935-36 era 
that was in a pile of junk that a guy 
was selling at a swap meet. I wouldn't 
sell it for any amount, but I would 
loan it to a museum, or have a copy 
made and sent to one. How many 
others are there who feel the same way? 

It will take some type of committee 
to get it going, or to add to the Sturgis 
effort. If we don’t, then hundreds of 
valuable items will be lost and dozens 
of names that did contribute in some 
way or another will fade away. 

By the way, the Pappy Hoel effort 
was much of his doing, money-wise. 
Pappy would never ask but at last 
report he was over $10,000 in the red. 

He earned every cent he ever had 
and has paid his dues to the sport of 
motorcycling in a way that will benefit 
us all, How about dropping a note to 
J.C. Hoel at P.O. Box 297, Sturgis, SD 
57785 and send along even a single 
dollar with a note to let him know that 
his efforts are appreciated. 

Pappy Hoel gets my vote this year for 
the upcoming “Dud Perkins Award.” 
This is the kind of thing the award was 
meant to be for from the beginning.

Let's start off by quoting a portion 
of the July 26, 1981 Marysville Moto- 
cross flyer, prepared by AMA Motocross 
promoters Charlie Sexton and Fred 
Dion, and supported by AMA District 
36: 

“Boss MX Race scheduled for 
Prairie City June 26 has been moved 
to Marysville 'E' Street track by the 
request of Charlie Sexton to help Dist. 
36 AMA effort to keep CMC from 
gaining control of Marysville tracks. 
The race will be run by Boss MX with 
help and equipment of Marysville 
MX. Help Charlie keep Marysville 
AMA. 

“Please boycott all Marysville CMC 
races. 

“Triple blue plate points. 

“Triple Vet-OT Championship 
Points. 

"$300 cash prizes to Sportsmen. 

“Two $50 drawings in Novice class. 
Two $50 drawings in Jr. class. Two 
$50 drawings in Vet-OT-PP-Mini 
combined." 

It should be emphasized at this point, 
that Riverfront Park in Marysville, 
CA, where CMC promoter Stu Peters 
had scheduled a July 26, 1981 race is 
now a part of the California Parks 
system. Its off-highway vehicle race 
course was established some years ago 
by the city of Marysville and is now in 
line for further improvement by use of 
money from the Green Stickie Fund. 
Certainly then, it was not created for 
exclusive use by AMA or AMA race 
promoters. Furthermore, it would seem 
that by any stretch of the imagination, 
the promotion of a race by a CMC 
promoter does not indicate an attempt 
by CMC to take over Riverfront Park. 

The July, 26 AMA race described in 
this flyer was originally being promoted 
by Fred Dion and was scheduled to be 
held at Prairie City OHV Park, which 
is approximately a 90 minute drive 
from Riverfront Park. Upon learning 
of the scheduled CMC race at Riverfront 
Park; Charlie Sexton, Fred Dion and 
AMA D-36 got together, added lots of 
extra rider benefits and moved the 
AMA scheduled race from Prairie City 
OHV Park to another race area in 
Marysville, approximately a three 
minute drive from Riverfront Park. 

Maybe all the riders who supported 
this sinister event and allowed them- 





selves to become part of the District 36 
flim-flam, ought to ask themselves a 
few basic questions: 

Will all the extra rider benefits 
offered continue with future AMA 
races, or were they in reality just 
another type of bribe? 

Were they offered because the pro- 
moters wanted to do something good 
for the riders, or was it because they 
wanted to do something good for 
themselves? 

Will a boycott to eliminate a new 
race promoter really help improve 
race conditions or give you a better 
selection of places to race? 

Certainly though, the contents of the 
July 26 Marysville MX flyer does have 
all the characteristics of a no-class at- 
tempt by all parties involved to 
eliminate any CMC promoting com- 
petition in AMA District 36.

Speedway Intercontinental Final 


Penhall ‘cool and supremely 
confident’ in World Final qualifier

VOJENS, DENMARK, JULY 25 


American speedway champion and U.S. team | continental Champion last week at his favorite 
captain Bruce Penhall became the new Inter-_| race track, Vojens in Denmark, but not with- 
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ments raged for more than one 
and a half hours when torrential 
rain halted racing. х 

While other riders struggled or rode 
cautiously, the 24-year-old Californian 
тап up an immaculate 15-point 
maximum in tricky race conditions to 
keep the many hundreds of supporters 
from England În fine voice. 

Penhall who could become the first 
American to win a world title since 
1937, said afterwards, “Now we сап 
look forward to the big one at 
Wembley in September. If I can put 
five good starts together, as I did 
tonight I'll be very happy!" The 1981 
World Final takes place in London's 
Wembley Stadium on Sept. 5. 

At one stage it looked as though 
Penhall might be denied his triumph. 
The rain came down very heavily after 
four races and stopped the meet for 
one and a half hours while arguments 
raged as to the condition of the track. 

It was a 14-2 majority to call the 
meeting off. The two riders who 
wished to continue were Denmark's 
Hans Nielsen and the promoter/rider 
Ole Olsen. The Polish referee refused 
to make an early decision, and even- 
tually stadium owner Ole Olsen 
stormed into the referee’s box and 
demanded action. 

At one stage, the referee had put the 
next heat's riders on two-minute 
warning but the riders ignored his 
orders and held a meeting to discuss 
the situation. Because of the delay, it 
took more than four hours to complete 
the meeting which had started on 
Saturday evening and ended in the 
early hours of Sunday morning. 


There were shocks and surprises as 
the two other Americans competing, 
Dennis Sigalos and Kelly Moran, were 
way out of contention. Moran fell at 
the first turn in his first race when he 
hit a hole in the track and crashed 
heavily. He could make no impression 
in the rest of the meeting and failed 
even to score a point. Sigalos didn't 
fare much better; he scored one point 
and that was against Moran. 


There were more surprises as 
former champion Ivan Mauger was 
eliminated. He had cruel luck in his 
first ride when the referee let an 
obviously unsatisfactory start 
continue, and Mauger was left at the 
gate expecting a restart. In fact, the 
referee made several mistakes as riders 
took advantage of rolling starts. Ole 
Olsen also struggled to get through; he 
got the last qualifying place. 


But while his rivals had their 
problems, Penhall stayed cool and 
supremely confident. He was always 
fast from the gate and was able to 
control his races on a difficult surface. 
Only once did he look as though he 
would lose a point when England's 
Kenny Carter led him for two laps 
until he made a mistake and left 
Penhall a gap. 

Penhall admitted that he was 
doubtful if the meet should have 
carried on under such conditions and 
said, “Personally, I thought the track 
was too dangerous to race on. It’s 
tough enough at the best of times, but 
when you have a class of riders like this 
and all fighting for points on a track as 
dangerous as this it’s possible someone 
could have gotten hurt.”

“When the dust settled...” A common 
enough term in motojournalism, it came 
to life in Lavonia, MI, where the sched- 
uled 20-lap AMA Grand National 
Championship Series mile race was 
flagged to a halt on lap 14 due to ex- 
cessive dust. Harley-Davidson-mounted 
Cal Rayborn was in the lead when the 
race was first halted on lap seven due 
to dust. After an appearance by the 
water truck, AMA officials decided to 
cut the race to a 14-lap total. Rayborn 
took the lead on the single file restart 
and led Chuck Palmgren (Yam), Dave 
Sehl (H-D), Gene Romero (Tri) and 
Jim Rice (BSA) across the line. Ro- 
mero's fourth place finished strengthen- 
ed his point lead when Dick Mann 
(BSA), who was running third in the 
race, ran into mechanical problems and 
DNF. Kenny Roberts (Yam) won the 
Junior main event over Carl LeBlanc 
(Tri). 


In Finland, Giacomo Agostini garnered 
his 10th world title by clinching the 
1971 350cc World Road Racing Cham- 
pone for MV Augusta. Agostini 
ad been the 350cc champ since 1968 
and the 500cc title holder since 1966. 
In the 125cc class at Finland, Barry 
Sheene posted another win on a five- 
year-old ex-works Suzuki twin. 


Paul Conserrie nipped by Sammy Tan- 
ner on the last turn of the last lap to 
win the Expert feature at Ascot's Park's 
weekly AMA Pro half mile. In Junior 
action, Gary Scott's eight-in-a-row win 
streak appeared to be in danger when 
Dennis Kanegae beat Scott in qualify- 
ing and in their heat race. But Scott 
came back to win the main event with 
Kanegae a distant second. In the Nov- 
ice ranks, Scott Brelsford continued 
his domination. 


With 10 events run in the AMA Na- 
tional Championship Enduro Series, 
Ron Bohn led the point standings 
with 148. Following him were Norman 
Ford (112) and John Penton (102). 


Billy Grey (he of TV fame) used his 
zero-yard line start to win the Handi- 
cap main event at Costa Mesa's weekly 
speedway meet. In the Scratch main, 
Rick Woods took advantage of a last 
turn error by Sonny Nutter and took 
the win. 


A pair of Rickman rider took on Ascot's 
weekly night motocross and emerged 
with a pair of wins. Jeff Wright won 
the 125cc Senior class while Bryar 
Holcomb, second to Wright in the 
125s, posted the 250cc Senior win. The 
500cc Expert class, as usual, went to 
Suzuki-mounted John DeSoto. 


Fremont Raceway opened its doors for 
its first-ever night scrambles. John 
Gennai was the man of the evening, 
taking both the 250 and 650cc Expert 
main events. In the 250cc class, 
Gennai led a Bultaco sweep with Rick 
Hocking and Pat Hennen finishing 2- 
3. In the 650cc clash, Gennai took the 
win on a Triumph, besting the BSA of 
Bill Landsborough and the Triumph 
of Bill Budde. .

Barnett, Glover 
bag titles at 
Washougal

WASHOUGAL, WA, AUG. 2 


Mark Barnett moved two steps closer to his goal 
of winning every National moto this season with 
unchallenged victories in both motos in the 
125cc portion of the Washougal/Yamaha 125/ 


500cc National at Washougal 
MX Park. He needed to win only 
the first moto to lock up the 
125cc title for the second year 
and did it easily, winning by some 50 
seconds on his Jeff Clark-tuned Suzuki 
works bike. 

The 500cc class was expected to be a 
battle between Broc Glover, the point 
leader by 13 coming into the event, 
and Chuck Sun, native son of the 


Pacific Northwest who had won the 
previous two races overall. 

Though both got bad starts in the 
first moto, their duel came to a head 
in the first moto when the Team 
Yamaha rider pulled up to Sun's factory 
Honda on a jump on the final lap. Sun 
stepped off the bike after the throttle 
stuck and was out for the day while 
Glover cruised to win both motos. 

In doing so, the former three-time 
125cc National Champion effectively 


clinched the 500cc crown as his 316 
points put him ahead of both Sun, 
with 253, and Yamaha teammate Mike 
Bell, second overall today giving him 
240 points. With 25 points available 
per moto win, Glover could DNF both 
remaining motos at Carlsbad and still 
claim the title from defending cham- 
pion Sun. 

Laid out against a wooded 
mountain about a half hour's drive 
east of Vancouver, WA, the Washougal 
track provided good riding and spec- 
tating. Though not covered with grass 
as it was last year before practice, the 
disked surface provided fairly good 
traction, though it was tricky in parts. 
A cloudy day helped it retain moisture 
making it consistent throughout the day. 


125cc National 

Two qualifiers and a consolation 
race had to be run for both classes in 
order to determine the field for the 
Nationals. In the first 125cc qualifier, 
Suzuki-mounted David Weak got the 
holeshot but was soon displaced by 
U.S. Suzuki's latest entrant to the 
125cc National wars, George Holland, 
who led to the finish over Yamaha sup- 
port rider Mike Beier. Mike Preston 
held off Robb Manning for third; both 
were on Suzukis. 

Qualifier two saw local favorite Phil 
Larson jump out front, but the Yamaha 
support rider went wide in a powdery 
left-hander letting Suzuki's Denny 
Bentley power past on the inside and 
never give up the lead. Honda's Rich 
Coon was a closing third. 

Steve Pless took the early lead in the 
consy with RPM Yamaha rider Doug 
Jackson and Spokane Suzuki-mounted 
Brett Tremblay right behind. Pless 
dropped to fourth on the second time 
around while Jackson and Tremblay 
filled the front-running slots. KRW/ 


Super Seer Suzuki rider Dean Cates 
bumped Tremblay to third on lap 
three and was a close second at the 
checkered. 

At the start of the first National 
moto, Barnett seized the lead with 
Yamaha's Scott Burnworth, Coon and 
Kawasaki's Jeff Ward jockeying for 
position behind him. 

Barnett rode quickly and so method- 
ically it appeared that he had some 
secret formula for fast en route to the 
title-clinching moto win. The 50-second 
margin of victory was his largest of the 
year in Nationals so far. 

Ward jetted up to second on the 
opening lap, but took an off-track ex- 
cursion the second time around that 
put him back a ways. Burnworth took 
over second at that point with the 
Honda threesome of Coon, Johnny 
O'Mara and Jim Gibson trailing. 

Coon dropped out a couple laps 
later. After 10 minutes, Gibson fell 
after a jump, letting Kawasaki's Tom- 
my Benolkin zip past before he got 
going again. O'Mara caught and passed 
Burnworth, only to have the favor re- 
turned on the following lap. 


Gibson got things rolling again and 
found a line by Benolkin just after the 
halfway mark. He then narrowed the 
gap on teammate O’Mara (who had 
engine problems all morning), taking 
over third at about the 30-minute 
point. Johnny О/ luck was not with 
him this day as he faded back to an 
eventual eighth. 

Gibson closed rapidly on Burnworth 
late in the race and as they flew off the 
last jump on the course, Gibson swung 
to the outside line down a left-hand 
bend. Two lappers plugged up Burn- 
worth's inside path for a moment, but 
that was all Gibson needed to secure 
second. Ward came back to nip Benol-

kin for fourth on the last lap. Bentley 
and Yamaha's Donnie Cantaloupi, 
both of whom went down in a first 
turn crash and were at the back, 
finished sixth and seventh followed by 
O'Mara, Holland and Manning. 

Barnett was quickly into the lead of 
the second moto, also, and even on lap 
one was starting to pull away. Canta- 
loupi led the pack in chase with Pro 
Trac Trailer Suzuki rider Danny 
"Magoo" Chandler, Burnworth, Hol- 
land and Benolkin behind. Burnworth 
was forced out early with a broken 
shock spring, though. 

Benolkin put on a big move on lap 
two that vaulted him to third. He spent 
the next 25 minutes chasing Cantaloupi 
around until he was close enough to 
try for. 

As the duo sped up a short straight, 
Benolkin took the inside and pulled 
even with Cantaloupi. The Kawasaki 

ilot drifted wide and bumped Canta- 
oupi as he went by. 

After a lap to think about it, Can- 
taloupi went after Benolkin and picked 
him off. As they took the white flag, 
though, Benolkin swapped places and 


held it to the finish. 
Chandler, Ward and Coon skirmish- 


ed for fourth late in the moto with 
Magoo doing crowd-pleasing cross-ups 
off the big downhill jump and man- 
aging to stay just ahead of Coon who 
got Ward less than 10 minutes from 
the checkered. Yamaha support rider 
Rick Johnson bumped Holland out of 
seventh around the 35-minute point. 
Gibson, who got stuck at the gate and 
then endoed in a first turn crash that 
took out O’Mara, forged steadily 
through the pack to garner ninth 
ahead of local shoe Jim Anderson on a 
Yamaha. 
500cc National 

The first 500cc qualifier belonged to 
Marty Moates who led from start to 


finish on his Suzuki over Yamaha sup- 
port rider Kenny Keylon and Yamaha 
Motor Canada-backed Jari Heinonen. 

In . qualifier two, Cycle Riders 
Supply/Hi-Point KTM rider Joey Schlag 
wasted little time in getting to the 
front and holding it to the finish. 
Yamaha Motor Canada rider Zoltan 
Berenyi moved up each lap to finish 
second followed by Honda-mounted 
Boo Stichter. 

Husqvarna's Steve Rhyan grabbed 
the holeshot in the consy and looked to 
be another certain winner until he 
went down on lap three. Wheelsmith 
Maico rider Kevin Davis took the win 
with Maico pilot Emery Woolsey and 
Mark Johnson on a Honda in tow. 


Mike Bell got the holeshot at the 
start of the first National moto, Berenyi 
and Maico's Mickey Kessler following 
his roost. Sun got stuck in the gate and 
got off to a poor start as did Glover. 


As they completed the first circuit, a 
close trio composed of Bell, Husky's 
Bill Grossi and King were a short dis- 
tance ahead of Berenyi and Sun. The 
defending 500cc champ advanced to 
third the next time around, leaving 
Berenyi to hold off Kawasaki's Goat 
Breker and Sun's teammate Danny 
LaPorte. 

The order among the leaders held 
until the halfway mark when Sun went 
past first Grossi then Bell for the lead. 
Grossi got Bell the next time around 
while Sun slowly began to pull away. 

In the meantime, Glover had been 
working his way furiously through the 
pack after his dismal start. "It was a 
really mixed up race," Glover recalled, 
"'cause Chuck got stuck in the gate 
but came around in fifth place on the 
first lap. I got a bad start, and on the 
second lap, some guy crashed and put 
his handlebars in my spokes, and then 
I laid on the hill hoping he'd pick his 


motorcycle up instead of his body. I 
was sitting there waiting, and once he 
did, I was so far back, that all I did 
was eat dust for about 15 minutes." 

Glover passed Bell after the halfway 
point and needed a couple more to get 
by Grossi. He then reeled in Sun steadily 
each lap and was within striking dis- 
tance with two laps to go. 


By this time, the crowd was working 
itself hoarse. On the last lap, Glover 
probed several times for any faint open- 
ing, but Sun was quick to shut him 
down. As they sped toward the jump 
after the downhill, Glover pulled up to 
Sun's handlebars. Sun responded by 
gassing it full on. That was it for him. 
Sun discovered that his throttle stuck 
while in flight, and knowing there was 
no way to save it, flung the bike away. 
The bike tumbled all the way to the 
next corner as Sun flopped down on 
the track. He was later taken to the 
hospital for a suspected broken ankle 
but not before expressing his apprecia- 
tion to the crowd for their support. 


Glover cruised the remaining dis- 
tance out front followed by Bell, Grossi, 
LaPorte and Breker. Moates, Yamaha 
support rider Arlo Englund, Maico 
West's Allen Berluti, Husky's Gary 
Pustelak and Berenyi rounded out the 
top 10. 

Moto two was far easier for Glover. 
He took the holeshot and never looked 
back. “It was kind of neat to just be 
able to go out there and ride how fast I 
wanted to ride,” he said. “I knew I 
could go faster if I had to, that’s for 
sure — I proved that in the first race 
— I didn’t need to go out and win by 
40 minutes or 40 seconds. As long as I 
won the thing, I was happy.” 


Bell plugged himself into second for 
the first half of the moto before his 
shock went away. “We had some sus- 
pension problems, and I did a little 


endo in the back half of the track. I 
ended up going into the fence, landed 
on my back, and I've got nice little 
bumps on my back.” 

That let LaPorte by for second. Bell 
seemed slowed for several laps but re- 
gained his composure to hold off Grossi 
for third, though some distance behind 
LaPorte. 

Joey Schlag, in his first-ever National, 
rode a fine race, holding fifth for most 
of the moto until Breker got by with 
about 15 minutes left. Seventh went to 
Maico’s Tony DiStefano followed by 
Moates, Berenyi and Pustelak. e

500cc World Championship MX Series: 
Round nine 


Malherbe wins but 
Noyce still leads

LICHTENVOORDE, HOLLAND, JULY 19 


The ninth round of the 500cc MX World 
Championship took place in Lichtenvoorde, 
Holland, and 19,000 spectators turned up to 
see the continuing battle between Graham 


Noyce and Andre Malherbe for 
the World Title. With just seven 
points separating the Honda duo, 
one mistake could change the 
whole outlook on the champion- 
ship. 

When the gate dropped at 1:30 
p-m., Yamaha’s Arne Lindfors round- 
ed the arena ahead of the pack. Jean- 
Jacques Bruno, Gerrit Wolsink, Noyce 
and Malherbe.were all tightly bunched 
as they disappeared into the woods for 
the first time. As they came around to 
complete lap one, Lindfors was barely 
holding off Bruno; next to appear over 
the double jump was Wolsink and 
Noyce. Malherbe came around in fifth 
but was already losing contact with the 
first four. 

Lindfors took a dive after two laps, 








and Bruno took over front spot. Lind- 
fors remounted, though losing position 
each lap he soon slipped out of the top 
10. 

Wolsink now held second, but Noyce 
was pushing hard; 15 minutes were 
upon the clock as the present world 
points leader passed the Dutchman in 
the woods and headed after Bruno. 

Lackey had gated in ninth behind 
Hakan Carlqvist and Gerard Rond. 
The three of them came hammering 
through and soon caught Malherbe; 
Rond took Malherbe two laps later for 
fourth. 

Wolsink slipped over the berm 30 
minutes out letting Rond, Malherbe, 
Carla and Brad by. The Dutch sand 
ace remounted in seventh but was un- 
able to regain any places before the 
finish flag. 

Noyce demoted Bruno to second 
spot on the 35th minute, then the 
French Champion stalled his Suzuki 
on a tight left hander and Rond easily 
slipped into second. Malherbe picked 
up more speed toward the finish, and 
he also passed Bruno. 

With just two laps to the flag, Rond 
flew over the bars of his KTM. He got 
going again but lost two places. Carla 
and Lackey could not keep in touch 
with the front four and both settled for 
easy points in fifth and sixth places. 

Andre Vromans had crashed on the 
first lap but fought back to 10th at the 
finish, in the second moto no one 
could stay with him as he led from 
start to the flag. 

Toon Karsmakers, Frans Sigmans, 
Lackey and Carlqvist were all in tow 
after the front runner as round two 
started. Noyce had to avoid Rond who 
fell in the middle of the pack at the 
start, and the ex-World Champion 
came around in 16th place. 


Sigmans fell on lap three, and Carla 
moved into third already passing 
Lackey. Malherbe had started in sev- 
enth, and the works Honda star quickly 
slid in behind Carlqvist. 

Noyce was starting to make ground, 
and after 20 minutes he tucked himself 
behind Bruno who was in seventh. 
Lackey hit a straw bail and took a 
short flight, he restarted only to find 
he had lost three places to Wolsink, 
Bruno and Noyce. On the same lap, 
Noyce was able to bump Bruno back 
to seventh. 

Carlqvist and Malherbe were 
battling it out for third place; lap after 
lap, the Champ tried to pass the 
Swede. The crowd was going crazy as 
the two appeared side by side out of 
the woods, neither giving in or gaining 
an inch. As they were about to dis- 
appear back into the woods, Malherbe 
took a chance and dived inside of Carla 
on a right hander leaving the arena. 

The following lap, Vromans came 
down the start finish straight nine 
seconds clear, Karsmakers was next 
but right behind him came Malherbe 
and Carlqvist, the two of them had 
been gaining so much ground both 
swept by Karsmakers to leave him in 
fourth spot. 

Brad was having problems with the 
rear shock on his works Suzuki and was 
able only to struggle home in 12th and 
collect no points. 

Noyce was also having trouble; 
fatigue was his problem after working 
hard in the deep sand trying to collect 
valuable points. He started too slow 
but held on to sixth while Wolsink 
came home a steady fifth. ө

Team Husqvarna’s Terry Cunningham put his 
420 Automatic to work on the tight woods 
sections of the nearly 160 mile White River 
National Enduro and claimed the overall win 


in the process, besting team- 
mates Dick Burleson and Mike 
Melton by two points. Team 
Husky looked good in the woods 


as well as on the result sheets, with 
Burleson topping the AA class and 
Melton taking A High Point. Another 
Husky rider, Brian Lohman, rode a 
250XC to the B High Point award. 

“It was a good run, but a little too 
dry, and very tight. The Automatic 
has a slight advantage in this kind of 
stuff,” said Cunningham after his win. 
There was a flurry of activity in the 


pits as Cunningham came into the pits 
after the second loop and proceeded to 
pull the transmission. A spring had 
broken, and the Team Husky van 
didn't have the part, forcing him to 
“steal” one from another bike. 
Cunningham still managed to zero the 
next check going back into the woods. 
Dick Burleson discussed his AA win 
afterwards. “I planned to ride a con- 
servative race, but I rode too conserva- 
tive,” said Burleson. “I broke a big toe 
two weeks ago, and there are a lot of 
stumps out there. It was tighter than I 
like, and I couldn't use the 430% 


power.” Burleson came out on the 
short end of a three-way tie-breaker 
behind Melton and Fritz Kadlec for 
fourth overall. 

The White River Enduro Riders 
laid out a cloverleaf type course with 
three loops. The staging area served as 
the gas stops. Approximately 25 
percent of the trail used was virgin. In 
an effort to make the event as fair as 
possible for all riders White River's 
Neil Scharphorn elected to place all A 
and B class riders on the first 70 rows, 
followed by the AA riders placed one 
on a minute, two minutes apart. The 
AA riders were happy to see a run 
organized with them in mind, but 
more than a few B riders were 
unhappy about having to break trail 
for later riders. Resets were used after 
each of the six woods sections, prevent- 
ing road racing and giving sufficient 
time to gas and do maintenance. 
Course marking was excellent, with 
virgin sections marked extremely well. 

Team Suzuki was out in force with 
Gus Blakely filling in for vacationing 
John Morgan. Drew Smith is back on 
the National circuit after a lengthy 
recovery from injuries. “I've been 
riding a few local runs the past few 
weeks," said Smith. "It's been a long 
time, and it will take a while to regain 
my speed, but it sure felt good out 
there today." 

Suzuki's Ray Cosgrove rode a Full- 
floater modified RM465 to third in 
Open A. Jeff Fredette was ninth 
overall on his PE250, still using con- 
ventional suspension. Randy Martin 
had a good day, losing only 28 points 
for eighth overall. 





Can-Am's factory team, John 
Martin, turned in an excellent score of 
26, placing him sixth overall. He is 
making his comeback felt after 
recovering from early season injuries. 

Fritz Kadlec was gunning for overall 
from the start on his Can-Am, but had 
a few problems. “І lost my front brake 
in a section, and I kept hitting those 
trees at speed. I fell off a few times” 
said Kadlec. Kadlec must have done 
something right, as he turned the 
fastest time in that section. A few 
mistakes in the early sections could 
have made the difference for Kadlec, 
who ended up winning the 250cc A 
class on his 1979 vintage MX'er. 

John Fero, who left Yamaha earlier 
this year, showed up with a Husky 
250XC resplendent with a Yamaha IT 
250 rear fender and tail light. Fero 
didn't enjoy one of his better days and 
dropped 43 points. 

Team True Sport had a hot/cold 
day. Jackie Penton was flying on his 
Kawasaki KDX175, losing 26 points. 
Penton said he should have shaved a 
point in the first section, but he still 
finished fifth overall. Vic Ely lost part 
of his front end and DNF. | 

The top Michigan rider in the event 
was Mike Keen and his Husky 430XC. 
Keen said he, "had a good day and 
could've shaved two points." His score 
of 27 was good for seventh overall and 
first in Open А. Ed Keen was the 
second best Michigan rider, losing 32 
points on his Husky 250. 

Dick Burleson still has a hold on 
first in the point standings, with Mike 
Melton in second nine points behind. 
(167-158). Terry Cunningham 
remains in third with his win, making 
the series look very good for Husky. 
With five events remaining, either 
Melton or Cunningham could pull off 
the win should Burleson falter a bit. 
“If I'm going to lose, it might as well 
be one of our own guys," said Burleson 
after the event. i 

Riders were checked in and out of 
each woods section, keeping everyone 
honest.

So 
McConnell did it again, holding off 
Mike Curoso and Schwartz for the win. 

Lance King, shut out last week, 
came out flying in his first race. Start- 
ing on the 50, King was in second after 
one lap, in first after two laps and held 
a lead that made everyone else look 
silly after the full five laps. To 
emphasize this definitive display of 
awesome, King did it again in the 
Handicap semi. 

After a lap in the other semi, McCon- 
nell was up to his old tricks, in third 
place and fading like a swap meet T- 
shirt.

Saturday 


The events started at 8 a.m. Saturday 
morning. with the 0-175cc-Amateur/ 


uperstition Mountain — Jean — Rand Mountains — Lucerne Valley — Red Mountain 


Experts on the B course and the Be- 
ginner/Novice ranks on the A course. 

The Amateur/Experts left the line 
with Donnie Morrison (Yam) out front 
followed by Bill Simons Engineering's 
Pete Postel (Yam) and Montclair Yama- 
ha's Darin Cartwright. Morrison 
went down, and it was Postel, Cart- 
wright and Doug Palmer (Yam) up 
front. On the last lap coming out of 
home check, Postel got off the trail 
and Cartwright caught up. Postel 
found the trail, and both came togeth- 
er. For the next five miles it was handle- 
bar-banging, leather-slapping racing. 
At check one they came through in full- 
lock power slides together. Then Postel 
hit a buried rock and bailed. Unhurt, 
Postel remounted a badly damaged 
bike, with Doug Palmer still in third.

Over on the B course it was Jim 
Simpkins leading the Open Beginner/ 
Novice start. About halfway through 
Simpkins bailed and gave the lead to 
Doug Kibbe. Kibbe came in for the 
win with Mike Finkle second and 
Russell Pike third. 

At the finish of Sunday's events, the 
Badgers had more goodies to give 
away. The general opinion of the 
courses: everyone liked the A course. 
The B course drew mixed emotions. 
The weather was in the high 90s both 
days but bearable. All together, a well 
put on race.

The 250cc Pros were out in force, 
but the action was all at the front of 
the pack as Eric MacCracken (Yam) 
took the lead over Rex Staten (Suz) 
and Greg Zitterkopf (Yam). It wasn't 
long until Staten made his move on 
MacCracken, leaving MacCracken and 
Zitterkopf to battle over second place. 
While MacCracken and Zitterkopf 
were going at it tooth and nail, Staten 
was busy doing wheelies down the 
straightaways.

Turner triples at 
CRC Saddleback 
MX

ORANGE, CA, JULY 26 

Ron Turner made U.S. Suzuki 
proud by setting a new California 
Racing Club record at Saddle- 
back, slamming his way to victory 
in all three Pro classes. This was the 
first time in CRC history and the second 
time Turner has done it since the first 
of the year. In both instances, the wins 
came during an IRC Series race. This 
was the opening race of CRC’s IRC 
Series, with Suzuki West joining forces 
with IRC in providing a $1,500 pot of 
gold to the Pros and $1,000 in gift 
certificates to the sportsmen. 
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When the 125cc Pros blasted off the 
line, Mike Brown was charging but 
soon came up with mechanical trouble 
and DNF. Yamaha support racer Scott 
Manning took charge and found a fast 
and furious Turner on his tail. Harley 
Hall (Town and Country Suz) rounded 
out the top three with Robert Laughlin 
fourth. Turner lost no time in taking 
control with Manning following in hot 
pursuit. Rick Jackson (Anaheim Suz), 
who started out in sixth, was now up in 
third and pressuring Manning. Turner 
held his own for the moto win, Man- 
ning held firm in second and Jackson 
held third for the moto. 


Suzuki-mounted Tim Murphy led 
the field in the start of the second 
round, but soon found himself pushed 
back to second as Dean Cates breezed 
by for the command position, With 
Manning in third and Turner running 
fourth, the pressure was incredible! 
Turner soon took over second and was 
right on top of Cates on the downhill. 
After taking charge, Turner held Cates 
to second as Chris Heisser took over 
third. Turner.took home his first pair 
of aces for the day, Cates scooped up 
second overall loot with a 4-2 ride and 
Manning took home third overall 
honors. 


When the Open Pros thundered off 
the line Honda rider Jim Tarantino 
was out in front with a nice lead. Scott 
Cavness of Anaheim Suzuki and Bill 
Keefe, at the helm of a Husqvarna for 
Pro Circuit Products, were in pursuit. 
In fourth, and out for another win was 
Turner. He had International Yama- 
ha's Bill Hagen on his tail and was 
doing everything he could to shake 
him. With a taste for champagne and 
the glimmer of gold in his eyes, Turner 
was smoking! He took over second and 
was out to catch Tarantino. Meanwhile 
a heavy duel for third was going down 
between Cavness, Keefe and Hagen. 


Tarantino and Turner pulled away 
into a classic duel all their own, one 
that was to follow them throughout the 
day in both the Open and 250cc con- 
tests. Tarantino's six second lead over 
Turner was rapidly dwindling. Turner 
got right up to Tarantino, then 
suddenly slowed radically. Turner 
pulled to a stop, checked his machine, 
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then fired up and rejoined the chase, 
still in second but now 35 seconds be- 
hind Tarantino. When the moto 
wound to a close Tarantino led the 
way across the line, Turner was still in 
second and Keefe rounded out the top 
three. 

When the big bore machines came 
to life for their second round, it was 
Tarantino's red hot Honda ош in 
front and commanding the lead: Cav- 
ness was flying in second with Hagen 
in third and a flying Turner in fourth. 
Turner soon took over third, then got 
by -Cavness and set out to duel with 
Tarantino. Tarantino had only a five 
bikelength advantage over Turner 
and was fighting for his life. Turner 
was wicking it and skimmed up along- 
side Tarantino, slipped a wheel under 
and took over. 

Coming in for the checkered flag, 
Turner maintained the lead, Tarantino 
was secure in second and Bob Schulz, 
in a last minute bid for third, grabbed 
it away from Hagen. Turner wheeled 
into the winner's circle for the class, 
Tarantino took home second place 
loot and third overall went to Schulz. 

When the 250cc Pros met on the 
grid for the last Pro battle of the day, 
many of the men had all of 24 minutes 
to rest since the end of the Open race. 

Dave Taylor, riding for La Habra 
Yamaha, led the way up the hill and 
into the first lap. He found Turner 
riding shotgun and pushing hard. 
Mike Brown was holding down the 
third place slot with Pete Snorteland 
(DG Yam) in fourth. Turner and 
Taylor were caught up in a wheel clash- 
ing duel that carried them down the 
hill and into the gully before Turner 
broke away and into the lead. Taran- 
tino was on the gas and had settled 
into the second place slot. Taylor, set 
back to fifth, was dicing fast and furious 
with Snorteland, and with Brown in 
third and slowing a bit, it was anyone's 
race for third. Turner and Tarantino 
pulled away into their own private 
battle with Turner managing to hold 
Tarantino to second down to the end. 
Brown found some space and finished 
a solid third with Snorteland, Taylor 
and John Whelchel finishing 4-5-6. 

When the gate dropped for the final 
contest, Tarantino led the way with 
Brown in second and Turner hot in 
third. Turner snuck by Brown and set 
out to take over the lead from Taran- 
tino. On a dusty track with poor visibil- 
ity, Turner slammed into a berm and 
almost bailed, but maintained 
control. In third, Brown was being 
pressured relentlessly by Snorteland. 
With only two seconds separating Tar- 
antino and Turner, both men were 
pulling away from Brown. Turner was 
pacing himself beautifully, now only 
three bikelengths behind Tarantino and 
starting to open up. Snorteland found 
Whelchel on his tail in fifth and both 
men were putting incredible pressure 
on Brown for third. 

Coming down to the final laps, 
Tarantino and Turner were side by 
side with traffic up ahead. At one 
point Turner had a wheel ahead, but 
Tarantino pulled away. Down to the 
very end they fought, until Tarantino, 
once more slowed by lapped riders, 
found Turner up alongside and slipping 
by for the lead, the class win and an- 
other grandslam victory. Tarantino 
took second overall and Snorteland, 
who ended the moto in third, took 
home third place money.

Another huge crowd turned out 
for mid-summer motocross ac- 
tion on Thursday night at Or- 
ange County International Race- 
way. DG/Premier Yamaha rider Todd 
Peterson scored wins in both the 125 
and 250cc Pro classes. Anaheim Suzuki's 
Scott Cavness took the measure of the 
Open class. Yamaha support rider Pete 
Snorteland tried his hand at night rac- 
ing again and finished second in both 
the 250cc and Open classes. 

Peterson took a slight lead into the 
first turn of the first 250cc moto with 
Fred Combs and Snorteland right be- 
hind. When Peterson came to a very 
soft-soiled hairpin turn on the first 
lap, he stalled out. Combs got stuck 
behind Peterson and Snorteland took 
the lead. Combs was close to Snorteland 
on the second lap but he stalled out in 
the same soft corner and Snorteland 
opened up a big lead. Suzuki West's 
Dave Eropkin was second and Mike 
Kelly third. Peterson had to work his 
way up from the back of the pack and 
caught Combs and Kelly (in that same 
troublesome corner) on the fourth lap 
to move into third. A couple of laps 
later Peterson cut the gap on Eropkin 
and moved into second. Snorteland 
was far out in the lead and took the 
checkered flag first. 

The second moto was a lesson for the 
younger riders in how to ride as Peter- 
son took the holeshot and never looked 
back. Snorteland was a close second 
for two laps but not being as familiar 
with the OCIR track as Peterson could 
not stay close for long. Combs started 
the moto in third but retired after five 
laps and Eropkin finished in third 
place again. 

In the 125cc Pros Peterson took the 
holeshot with the Roost Factory’s Tony 
Gomez right behind. Vince McMahon 
had his Yamaha in third with Harley 
Hall fourth. There was no catching 
Peterson. Gomez stayed second the 
whole way and McMahon was holding 
steady in third but then on lap five he 
tossed a chain. He quickly put it back 
on only to have it come off again a 
couple of laps later. Hall ended up 
third. 
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In the second moto McMahon took 
the lead out of the first turn but then 
encountered mechanical difficulties 
again and had to retire from the race. 
Past that point the order remained the 
same as the first moto: Peterson in front 
followed by Gomez, Hall and Randy 
Skinner. 

Over 60 minibikes turned out Thurs- 
day night and the hottest action was 
found in the Novice race. Randy 
Gatica jumped out on top in the first 
moto with Aaron Woody, Jim Nelson 
and Glenn Tucker following. On the 
third lap Woody put his Kawasaki past 
Gatica for the lead. The next lap 
Nelson was able to move into second. 
Greg Armstrong, who hadn't been out 
in some time, moved into fourth place 
on that same lap. Woody stayed in 
front for the win but the middle of the 
pack kept the battle going. The lap 
after Armstrong took fourth, Kurt 
Strand came flying up from sixth to 
take over that fourth spot and held on 
to the finish. 

In the second moto Armstrong put 
his Kawasaki up front out of the gate. 
Nelson was second and Woody third. 
Woody crashed on lap four, moving 
Gatica up to third and Tucker into 
fourth. On the last lap second place 
Nelson went down and Gatica took 
second with Tucker moving into third. 
The overall results showed Gatica's 3-2 
best with Armstrong's 5-1 good for 
second and Kurt Strand's 4-4 third.

Manning double 
trouble at Gold 
Cup finale

Over 400 riders were on hand for 
the final round of the Yamaha 
Perpetual Gold Cup Series held 
at the excellently prepared 
Thurston County ORV Park facilities. 
Local Washington rider Robb Man- 
ning (Bellevue Suz) was the victor of 
the day as the took the overall in both 
the 125 and 250cc Pro classes with his 
consistent riding while John Christian 
(Yam) topped the Open Pro class, trad- 
ing moto wins with team Maico rider 
Eric Eaton. The dust and high heat 
took its toll on many riders, and some 
overall scores were very inconsistent in 
Amateur action. 

The day started off with two 125cc 
Pro qualifiers; 13 from each would 
make it to the main. Qualifier number 
one was on the line and had some heavy 
competition. Stacy Thornton (Bellevue 
Suz) pulled the holeshot with Don 
Gores (Olympic Yam) and Jimmy An- 
derson (Yam support) right on his rear 
fender. The real action was for third 
as Jeff Cropper (Gresham Suz), Cory 
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Klaudt (Yam), Danny Diesso (Burien 
Suz) and Mike Larson (Yam) were 
banging bars as if going for the final 
transfer spot. Thornton was long gone 
while Anderson clipped Gores sending 
both down, while Anderson remounted 
quickly for second and Klaudt third. 

Qualifier two had Phil Larson (Yam 
support) take immediate control fol- 
lowed by Eric Hall (LOP Yam), Robb 
Manning (Suz) and Gary Kuest 
(Airway Heights Yam) in close tag. As 
the race went on, Larson crashed let- 
ting Manning by for the win while 
Larson got going in time to hold Hall 
at bay. Ted Holt (RPM Suz) was third 
and Kuest fourth. 

A last chance race was the consola- 
tion, from which four riders would 
make the main. Billy Baumgardner 
(Suz) took the scratch with Mark 
Studder (Yam) and Jeff Moore (Suz) 
behind. Mike Larson (Yam), Phil’s 
brother, came from out of nowhere 
and by lap three took the lead from 
Baumgardner for the win. Tom Mori- 
arity (Yam) took third and Jeff Moore 
fourth for the final transfer spot. 

The stage was set for the main. Jim 
Anderson took off into the lead with 
Cory Klaudt, Doug Taylor (Suz), Phil 
Larson, Robb Manning, Gary Kuest 
and Brett Tremblay (Suz) holding 
down the top spots. Anderson went off 
the track, putting Klaudt into the 
lead. Larson seemed to be putting оп а 
charge until going out with a FN on 
lap three putting Manning up a notch. 

Klaudt had a big lead over Manning 
de also had a large lead over a Taylor/ 
Kuest/Tremblay/Anderson dice that 
was developing behind. Kuest got by 
Taylor and went after Manning, but 
the margin was too.large to close the 
gap. Anderson also got by Taylor and 
closed in on Kuest, but there was only 
one lap to go by this time, and Ander- 
son was trying everything in the book 
to get by. At the flag, it was a stylish 
Klaudt winning over Manning, Kuest, 
Anderson, Tremblay, Taylor and 
Stacy Thornton who worked from last 
to eighth, which was the final pay spot 
per moto. 


Moto two had Tremblay take the lead 
on his Full Floater with Anderson hold- 
ing down second, Gores third, Thorn- 
ton fourth and Taylor fifth. Manning, 
Hall and Klaudt were all buried in the 
pack; the dust was so bad that riders 
were dropping like flies trying to guess 
where the corners were! Tremblay was 
riding in a manner that topped any 
other of his Gold Cup performances, 
and Thornton moved into third be- 
hind Anderson. Then it happened. 
Series leader Anderson went out with a 
seized motor putting Thornton into 
second while Manning was one of the 
lucky ones; he knew the track well 
enough to navigate himself through 
the choking dust which was so thick 
that your reporters could barely see 
the Thornton/Manning dice that went 
down to the wire. Tremblay took the 
win with Thornton second, Manning 
third, Gores fourth and Kuest fifth. 


The 250cc Pros had only 28 riders so 
everyone made it to the main. Robb 
Manning was at it again as he blitzed to 
the front followed by Anderson and 
Ron Sun (Hon support). Anderson took 
over the lead on the triples, with Man- 
ning, Sun, Kevin Jansen (Kaw support), 
Cory Klaudt and Warren Hickman 
(Yam) in close formation, waiting for 
mistakes on the one line track. Both 
Eric Eaton (Mai) and Phil Larson 
(Yam) were caught in the traffic, but 
they were quick at joining the front- 
runners. 

At the halfway point, both Manning 
and Sun got by Anderson while Larson 
worked into fourth. Klaudt moved by 
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Jansen while Roy Davis (Yamhill Yam) 
moved into the hunt. Eaton got by 
Davis for fifth after a brief dice and 
went after Larson, but Larson was 
moving up to get Anderson, which he 
did when Bob Buffaloe (Yam) came 
from nowhere to take a spot behind 
Eaton. Sun got by Manning оп the 
white flag lap, while Larson was de- 
veloping problems, still holding down 
third at the flag. Anderson took a 
fourth, Eaton fifth, Buffaloe sixth 
with Jansen and Davis following. 

Manning manhandled the start of 
moto two with Sun second, Larson 
third. Davis, Rob Watilo (RW Racing), 
Duane Marker (Yam) and Diesso also 
held down top spots. Eaton pulled up 
to the tower and shouted something 
about the miserable dust conditions 
and went back to the Maico camp in 
disgust. The dust was really getting 
unbearable, and the sand wouldn't 
soak up the thousands of gallons of 
water being dumped on. 

Larson closed in on Manning when 
Sun fell in a loamy corner while a dice 
between Davis and Jansen kept the two 
alert before Marker made it a three- 
some. With one lap to go, Larson went 
in for the kill, but in the final corner, a 
lapper got in the way and Larson went 
high, letting Manning free for the win. 
Sun was third, Davis fourth, Jansen 
fifth, Buffaloe sixth and Marker 
seventh. 

All eyes were focused on the Open 
Pros; on the line was none other than 
the Jammer, Jimmy Weinert (Kaw 
support). John Christian (Yam) took 
the lead with Eaton, Sun, Tom Poage 
(Olympic Yam) and Weinert following. 
Sun took over on the second lap, with 
Eaton, Christian, Poage, Weinert and 
Andrew Tudor (Mai) following. The 
action was that of Poage/Weinert as 
the two were swapping spots with Sun 
and Eaton battling it out in front. Karl 
Landrus (Team Jesus/Mai) was riding 
at a blistering pace settling behind 
Weinert and putting moves on the 
Jammer, but went out with a DNF on 
his new Maico. 

Sun began to lap traffic by the half- 
way point, and Eaton came around in 
first, and it was obvious by the dirt on 
Ron's jersey that he had bailed off. 
Sun made up lost time and closed to a 
bikelength of Eaton at the flag. Chris- 
tian was third, Weinert got Poage for 
fourth. 

Moto two had Tom Moen (Yam) 
take the holeshot with Christian, Bob 
Klemp (Hon), Weinert and Doug 
Raines (Yam) funneling behind into 
the first turn. Sun got off in dead last, 
a half lap behind, but was in 10th spot 
on lap two, having a battle with 
Landrus and Don Knoblauch (Yam). 

Sun moved up to pressure Klemp 
while Christian and the Jammer were 
arguing over first. In talking to Jimmy 
before the moto, he mentioned some- 
thing to the effect that “I can’t ride 
fast anymore,” which he disproved. 
The Jammer was all out trying to get 
by Christian, but the dust was too 
thick to judge what the young Yamaha 
rider would do. 

Eaton also picked off riders every 
lap and moved to third while Sun 
closed in behind for fourth. At the 
flag, it was a very close Christian win 
with Weinert second, Eaton third, Sun 
fourth, Klemp fifth and Poage sixth. 
As far as the Gold Cup Series title 
goes, Anderson seems to have wrapped 
up the 125cc class while Sun took the 
250 and Open classes.

Double for

The day started under a bank of 
clouds that had the decency to 
hang around a while to preserve 
the moisture in the track at the 
Mulkey ORV Park. Once the sun 
broke through, things dried out in a 
hurry. After the first round, a break 
was taken to water the track which the 
riders seemed to prefer over the usual 
sprinkling during the races. 

The first race was the 125cc Pros. 
Rowdy Blasdell (Suz), Stacy Thornton 
(Kaw) and Ron Vandehey (Suz) led 
the troops around the first loop. Back 
a ways, Steve Pless (Suz), Mike McCor- 
mick (Yam) and Jim Anderson (Yam) 
were gathering together to head to the 
front to join Blasdell. By the fourth 
lap, these four were embroiled in a 
red-hot contest well in front of everyone 
else. They were running so close no 
one could even make a minor bobble. 
Anderson found that out the hard way 
with two laps to go. He had moved by 
Pless when he slid out on a corner. 
Pless was so close he had nowhere to go 
but right into the middle of Anderson's 
back. Eric Hall (Yam) moved into third 
while Pless scrambled to get going 
again. Anderson was carried off the 
track and went to the hospital. (He 
returned before the day was over well 
bruised, bent and scraped but not as 
seriously injured as had been feared.) 

Meanwhile, up front, McCormick 
got his nose in front briefly but Blasdell 
took it back almost immediately. Hall 
finished third followed by Pless and 
Thornton. 

Round two was led by Joe Spangler 
(Suz), Hall and Pless. Hall took the 
lead on the third pass with Pless hot on 
his trail. They produced their own 
show for this moto but Hall held on. 
Dennis Ostriem (Yam) and Blasdell 
were fighting for fifth when Ostriem’s 
bike stopped and Blasdell dropped the 
big anchor but was unable to stop. 
The crash left Blasdell with a jammed 
knee waiting at the finish line for the 
checkered. Ted Holt (Suz) and Duane 
Morris (Yam) moved up from the 
middle of the pack to take third and 
fourth.

Flat tires plagued the 250cc Pros. In 
the first moto, Tim Michlitsch (Kaw) 
took the lead and was never challenged.

Zumstein 
moved to second, and Folck limped 
around to the finish line to wait with 
Rob Watilo (Yam).

Bruce Irwin (Suz) was third and 
Steve Smith (Yam) fourth. 

Smith scratched first in the second 
moto, but Michlitsch was in front at 
the end of the lap. Folck yielded third 
to Barney Newman (Suz) on the second 
round and Zumstein a lap later. New- 
man had moved to second at the half- 
way mark with Zumstein following 
when the flat tire syndrome hit 
Newman and he got a chance to watch 
from the finish line. On the final lap, 
Irwin went by Folck and Smith for third.

Over 
the past few weeks, the number of 
racers coming from areas besides the 
Bay area has increased tremendously 
with the spectator turnout seeing larger 
numbers also. 

In the 250cc Pros, the first moto saw 
Bryan Wargo shoot out of the gate like 
there was no tomorrow as he just blew 
everybody away and took the moto 
hands down with John Beeman battling 
Matt Arena for second. At the check- 
ered flag it was Wargo, Beeman and 
Arena. 

The second moto was a race of a dif- 
ferent kind as the start saw all of the 
riders bunch up in the first corner and 
Bryan Wargo going out of the race 
with engine problems. Shawn McConn 
showed the others that he could put on 
a show of speed by pulling out into the 
lead on the third lap and maintaining 
it all the way to the winner's circle fol- 
lowed by Brian Otto and Glenn Rein- 
berg. The overall title went Otto with 
Arena gathering enough points to take 
second followed by Reinberg. 

The 125cc Pros put on a super show 
as Wargo showed his very distinct 
riding style and looked like the bike 
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had a jet motor strapped to his back 
side. Wargo was in no position to lose 
another overall title with mechanical 
problems as Wargo blazed to two un- 
contested first place rides followed by 
Rick Ryan and Jack Barton. 

Rich Dezog rode his Maico to top 
honors in the Open Pro class with 
some very impressive moves to score a 
big win. In the first moto, all the bikes 
crowded into the first turn with Jerome 
Heiberger taking the lead with Dezog 
acting as Heiberger's shadow and John 
Scruggs racing into the third spot. At 
the finish, it was the same order with 
Heiberger taking the checkered flag, 
Dezog in second and Scruggs taking 
third. 

The second moto saw the word 
consistent put to its meaning as Dezog 
ran smooth as silk and passed first 
moto winner Heiberger who had 
engine problems to take an easy 
victory and enough points to take the 
overall title followed by John Scruggs 
and Doug Noell.

Day 
went for it too much on the white flag 
lap and went down. The win went to 
Chandler and the Salinas Kawasaki- 
Suzuki DR500 over Moore's Honda. 


A sad note was the loss of a good 
friend earlier in the day as Geoff Lowe 
of Salinas was killed at a Pro race in 
Minnesota. Our deepest sympathies go 
to Geoff's family. Anybody who knew 
Geoff knows there was nobody with 
more desire and heart to race. We all 
will miss Geoff for he was a friend to 
everyone, and the memories of the 
good tiems we had will stick forever.

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Jorski doubles at 
KOFM-Pepsi 
Challenge MX

OKLAHOMA CITY, OK, JULY 18 
Racing got underway at Motor- 
cycle Raceways with crowds and 
cars parked fence to fence for the 
second annual KOFM-Pepsi 
Challenge motocross. Over 500 riders 
drove from Texas, Kansas, Arkansas 
and everywhere in Oklahoma. Doug 
Domokos wheelied his Kawaski around 
the track twice during intermission 
with cheering kids streaming after him 
all the way. Spectacular, Doug! When 
back in the tower, he told the crowd he 
couldn't believe the turnout. “It’s even 
bigger than some of the Nationals!" 

Recently, I was told that when Trey 
Jorski (Kaw) first started racing, he 
was given a name. He would race on 
everything resembling a bike and 
would usually break or fall. Trey 
“Tump-over” Jorski started off the eve- 
ning’s Expert races with the holeshot 
in the first 125cc moto. Chris Swank 
(Suz) was in second place, and Guy 
Cooper (Kaw) followed in third place. 
Randy Kirschbaum (Yam) was a crowd 
pleaser with his performance. After 
getting a bad start off the gate, slowed 
up behind a six or seven cycle pileup in 
the first turn, Kirschbaum managed to 
move up from 26th to 13th at the end 
of the first lap. He continued to pass 
riders as the race progressed. On the 
final lap, Swank passed Jorski for first 
place. In trying to get back around, 
Jorski crashed and forfeited his second 
place spot to Cooper. Swank crossed 
the checkers first, Cooper second, Jorski 
third, Kirschbaum fourth. 

The second moto, Anthony Goss- 
man (Yam), a first-year Expert, 
grabbed the holeshot. Next came 
Swank, Jorski and Kirschbaum. After 
a quick shuffle, Kirschbaum moved 
into the lead, Swank was second and 
Jorski third. The race finished in that 
order. 

Kirk Spencer (Yam), one of the 
better-known Texas racers, got the 
holeshot the first 250cc Expert race. 
Alvin Myers (Yam) followed close be- 
hind, and “Tump-over” Jorski (Kaw) 
rode third. Myers went down, forcing 
him to struggle to move back up as a 
contender. Spencer won the moto with 
a commanding lead over Jorski. Kansas- 
based Willie Brumitt (Suz) crossed the 
finish third, and Kirschbaum (Yam) 
moved from a  middle-of-the-pack 
start to finish fourth. 

Jorski jumped into the lead in the 
second moto with Spencer chasing. 
Next rode Kirschbaum, being pursued 
by Mark Dennison (Suz), Brumitt and 
Scott Cook (Suz). Brumitt then Cook 
got around Dennison while Kirschbaum 
moved up, passed Spencer and 
finished second. Spencer got third, 
Brumitt fourth, Cook fifth. 

Jorski again kept his crown in the 
Open Expert race, winning 1-1. 
Spencer (Yam) was second out of the 
gate the first moto, but couldn't hold 
back a determined Kirschbaum who 
got by and then chased Jorski through 
to the checkers with Spencer placing 
third. Darren Rhoten (Suz), displaying 
some fast and flashy riding, got 
fourth. The second race, Spencer took 
a fall during the first lap, and it was 
again Jorski winning, Kirschbaum 
claiming second, Rhoten third, and 
Rod Reim fourth.
